From thia deelaration 1t {s falr Lo presuine
that tho menagement intends to huve the
park neross the river us near completo us
possibie by tho 1st of April, although theroe
witl be a full month before o gamo is played
hore, ns advanco information from the
schedule commitieo puts the opening of the
senson ns luto as Apeid 20, with the western
clubs pitted against the castorn as follows:

Omaha in Columbus, Kansas City in Indian-
lllolb. Minneapolis in Toledo and St Paulin
Milwaukea.

This tirst eastern series will oeeupy no less
than three weoeks tino, and the Omala
eranks will necessarily be compelled to curb
their impatience until o8 Into as vhe 18tL of
May, when Gus Schmele's baud from the
Buckeyo state will clnsli with Rowoe's nggre-
gation on thoe new grounds over the river.

At first there was a small quantum of als-
satisiuction upon the anuouncement that the
new grounde would be located oo the olher
side of tho ble bridee, but since the innu-
morable advantages and convenlences over
she old grounds on North Twentioth streot
bave becn enumerated, nbout the Inst vestige

bean made, The old grounds
ou this  side were almost asbsolutely

out of the question as but n singlo yvear of
the loaso vot romains, sud it is hardly prob-
ablo that it could be extondod, at any rate
beyond another vear. I'ie new organization
datormined not to be tnmpered by this disa-
groeeable probability, and trom the vory first
theso grounds have been but casuaslly con-
slderud, Then again, oulside of these

rouuds whore Is another oligible or dosiva-

le site! The ety was carefully canvassed,
but vacant space avuailable for such a pur-

ose wns a missing quantity, and then a

ook was made over tho rivér with the re
sult nirendy koown, DManngor Iowe, who s
ever on the moave, is descrving of all eredit
or this happy solution of the problem, and
forae tho first sories of guraes are over, and
the patrons of the gamo on this side of
the rivoer become familinr with the
attractiveness, the convenience and beauty
of the new park, they will all be sloglne his
Ppraises,

By motor the parkcan be reached from
the conter of this city in just six minutes
fourteen minutes quicker than it requires to
®ot to the old grounds, Thera will be a
four-minute service, n motur with two open
trallers, and the company guarantecs to
ompty the park of the greatest crowd that
sy congrogats thers and transfer them all
over the bridge in fifteen minutes from tho
ums the last ball is pitched. This too, it
should be remembercd, s to cost vo more
than was required to make the trip to tho
old ground.

The drive noross the bridge will be even
more attractive, ns  an unbroken stroteh of
poved streels run to the very entrance ol the

park, wbose northern boundary fence is
adjoining the boulovard, A drive
in tho lovely May aua June

1t looks as thouch Mr. Bonner would have to
give upsacvaral §5,000 drafts the coming yeur,
as he bas offersd that amount toeach and overy
trotter who will do the mile at 2:05 or botter,
There are s0 many so intensely trotting bred,
with culture beginning at babyhood, that at
maturity thev will bo posscssed of olmost
limitless spoed. There are some comers
right bere in Omahs, but vone who will
troble Mr. Bounor yet awhile.

Changes In the Rules.

A good many Inquiries aro made ns to tho
charncter of tho chapges mado at the late
meoting of the big lenguoin the playing
rules, and as every patron of the game should
be familinr with the rules, tha amoended ouos
are given herowith in full:

Aftor the adoption of the neow argoement
the league took o recess for lunch, At 2:H0
the body ugain went into session and took up
consideration of the report of the playing
rules committee, ‘This consumod all of four
hours, the rules bomg alseussed and ap-
proved seotion by section, uiter which the
lengue again adjourned untl 350 in the eve-
ning, The changes in the playing rules fol.
low:

Hule 21 was amended so that the players'
benches shall not be nearer than twenty-five
1eot to tue players’ lines,

Rule 26, section 4 18 new. It provides that
a game shall be declared forfeited *if a team
resorts to dilatory practices ln orvder to gain
tume for the purFoao of haviog the game
called on acoount of durkness or rain, or for
any otber resson whatsoever."

l{ulu 27, that *‘oo game'' shall be declared
by the umpire when he terminates play be-
fore five innings have been complotued, by
darkness or raln, “except in a case when the
game Is called, tha club second at bat shall
hiave made morn runs at tho cud of its fourth
Inning thun tbhe club ftirst at bat has made n
its five Ilnning, then the nmpire shall award
tho game o the club haviug made tho great-
est number of runs, and it shall boe called n
gnme and bo 50 counted in the chumplouship
rocord,

tule 30 was amended so that a “lair-pitehod
ball that touchea the bat of the butsman in
his position shull be cousidered a butted ball
osnd In play.”

Itule By, soo, 40, ontitles the batsman to a
home run on # fair-batted batl that goes over
any fonce distant not less than 225 feot from
tho home plate, When the fonece diswnee s
shorter, two bases only shall be allowed oo
tho hit,

Ltule 43, section b, gives the butsmian out *if
hie attempts to hinder the catoher from cateh-
tug or throwing the ball by stepping outalde
tho lines of his position, or otherwise ob-
structing or lnterforing with that plaver,”

Itulo 44, section 4, permits 8 botsman to
tako his baso “whon his person or clothing 1s
hit by a pitchod ball except hands or fore-
arms, wbloh makes 1t a dead ball."

Rule 50 restricts the conching to base-run-
ners alone, and then only in words of poces-
sury directlion; also *pot mors than Ltwo
conchers (who may be one pluyer partioipuat-
ing in thnlf;nmeund one player under contrast
in the uniform of elther club) shall be ullowed
ut any one time,'"

Itule 53, relating to the umpires’' duties, 1s
rewritten, It says: *“Theumpireisthe sole
and absolute judge of play. lu no instance
shall any ployer be nllowed to question the
correctness of any decislon made by him on a
z:lnv, and no player shall leave bis position

i tho fleld, his place at the bat, on the Lasoes
or the players' beoch to upproach or address
tho umpire exvept on an lnterpretation of the
plovink roles, and that shall only be aoue by
tho caplains of the uuu'l.ulmlug nines. No
manager or any other officer of either eclub
shall ermitted to goon thoe tleld or address
the umplre under & penslty of a forfelture of
tho canie.

Section 3 provides that whero & base run-
aer ls declared out for biodermmg o flelder
the succocdiag buse runpers shall return to
thio bases lust held by them.

Hule 68, seotion 5, provides that in scoring
“an ussist shall be given to each playor who
bandles the pall or nssists lo any manner la
haodling the ball from the time it loaves the
bat until it reaches the player who makos
the pat out.”

Section 8 contains the following addition :
“If & runner advances & baso on & fly out or
gives o bases ou @ slugle base hit, or an in-
tleld out, or attempred out, he shall be cred.
ited with a stolen base, provide there is a

posaible chance and o palpuble attempt made
rotire him,"

In rule 00 section O 1s strickoa out, thus re-
woving "uumber of runs batted in'' from the

The spring shooting bhas opened up unus-
ually eariy this year, ducks having bean
killed on adjacent waters as long 08 i days
ago. So fur, howover, reports of bags of any
conalderablo consoguence have been fow
nnd {ar butween, and during the last sudden
cold suap scarcely any birds at ull wero
killed, ''he next ten days, though, will 1o-
augurate tho sport in carnest.  As usuni, this
apring many cunners were enticed forth by
tho first slondor issue of birds from tho
south, and as a conseqguence instena of fnd-
Ing sport they ot with only disapnointinent
and discomfort. But fow bivds were found
to ben, and most of them wero bigh in the
aleas i bound for the firthermost recesses
of Lthe arctie raglons, IS . wonoor, uny
way. in tho early spring time where all thesn
northbotind birds go, “Thoy ure seen Hving
over, and  nlthough intense wonther, with
its frozen waters, is reported from  the
north, thay show no inclination to stop off
here, whers then 1y considerablo open water
and endurablo weather, but keep right on
until lost in the eola sray of the distant
north. This comes to an ond 1n & fow wore
dnys, when all the marshes and lakes and
rivers in this latitunde will be teeming with
the hirds,

During the blustering weather of ten days

2o o good many geese tumbled in nlong thoe
Platte ana the Mizsourd, and somo toleruble
bags were miude,  'Uhen they nhmost totally
disappeartd again for the perioa of a week,
but have been returnming in force during the
past three or four days. It looks, however,
from this vn as if there wos goiug 1o be
plenty of birds and tho very best sort of
shooting.
